WASHINGTON. Oct. S—The in 
dustrial North will supply most of 
the nation's 
draftees 
this year j 
while very few men from southern j 
states will be farced to answer 
the first conscription call. 
Officials indicated 
today 
that 
many rural towns, notably in the 
South, will be wholly exempt from 
the draft for the time being since 
men from those communities al- 
ready are serving in the aim ed 
farces. 
D raft quota figures will be an­ 
nounced shortly for 
each state. 
They will be 
designed to bring 
some 1,400,000 men under arm s— 
a peacetime record—after the first 
group of 400,000 inductees is called 
up. 
Each state will be alloted a pro­ 
portion of the total based on esti­ 
mates of the number of men avail­ 
able in the state. Then credits will 
be given for every man from that 
state now serving in 
the 
army, 
navy, national guard, or in active 
reserves. 
In the southern states, where 
voluntary enlistments have been 
high, these deductions will make 
up virtually the entire number re­ 
quired. 
In some areas within the 
states, draft officials said, the men 
already in service will be greater 
than the quotas. 
To Sub-Allot Figures 
After the governors of the states 
receive the figures, they are to 
8Ub-allot them out to the various 
local areas, again on the basis of 
available manpower.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 8 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt returned briefly to 
W ashington today after a “defense 
and business” 
swing 
through a 
dozen upstate 
New York towns 
and cities that accorded him most 
cordial receptions. 
The President made no open bid 
for New York’s 47 electoral votes’, 
but he motored through cheering 
crowds in 
Albany, Troy, W ater­ 
vliet, 
Cohoes, 
W aterford, 
Still­ 
water, 
Schuylerville, 
Saratoga 
Springs, 
Latham, 
Mechanicsville 
and Loudonville. 
The chief executive will remain 
at hts White House desk only for 
the next three days. 
Thursday 
night he will head 
west on 
his 
eighth tour of national defense 
facilities, following a schedule that 
will take him through the pivotal 
states of Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
with 
56 and 26 electoral votes 
respectively. Next Saturday night 
at Dayton he will make one of the 
m ajor speeches of the campaign, 
addressed to progress of the N a­ 
tional Defense program and broad­ 
cast over all three radio networks 
not only to the United States, but 
the whale of Central and South 
America. 
Foremost 
business before the 
President today was the excess 
profits tax bill, which, as finally 
enacted by congress, is estimated 
to raise over a billion dollars in 
new revenue, effectively block the 
making of any quick “w ar fortun­ 
es,” and help defense industries to 
retire their investments in new 
plants.

And yet the figures in the census 
are of fundam ental usefulness in 
every field of government, includ­ 
ing public health. If you read the 
famous third chapter of M acau­ 
lay’s HISTORY OF ENGLAND 
you will find th at nobody knew 
even how many people lived in 
England in 1605. How then could 
they know what diseases were

combat them? Vital statistics arc 
really very vital. 
The study of longevity reveals 
some queer facts. Women in the 
United States live on an average 
about four y e trs longer than men. 
The average longevity of the men 
is now about 61 years, of women 
about 65. 
When 
you 
are born 
in 
the 
United States your expectation of 
life is 60.8 years. If you manage 
to live one year of age, this rises 
to 63 years. The first year of life 
is the most dangerous—except, as 
some wit corrected it, the last 
year. But at the end of one year, 
you have the longest prospect of 
years of life. When you reach IG. 
you have only 50 years to look for­ 
ward to, when you are 45 only a 
bare quarter-century. 
Several Years Gained 
We have gained several years 
since the dawn of the century. In 
I DOI, an American woman had an 
average length of life of 61 years 
(compared to the present 65) and • 
the American male an average of , 
about 49 years (compared to his j 
present 61). 
Seasonal variations in the death 
rate are interesting. The largest 
number of deaths at all ages oc­ 
curs in February, the lowest in 
September. This is easy to under­ 
stand because the death rate from 
pneumonia, respiratory infection*, 
and exposure comes in December, 


January, February and March 
Old people die in the w inter, babies 
in the summer. In other days, the 
death rate in July and August 
would have been nearly as high as 
in February—from infantile dys­ 
entery—but clean milk and other 
things have reduced that. But in 
nine states of the Union, intesti­ 
nal infections in infants still rank , 
among the ten chief causes of 
death. 
Regional Variations 
Regional variations arc also in­ 
teresting and not so easily ex­ 
plained. 
The highest rate for 
pneumonia does not occur in the 
cold and changeable clim ate of the 
North, but in southern and moun­ 
tain 
country—Colorado, 
Utah, 
Texas, Oklahoma, A rkansas, Ala­ 
bama, Tennessee and Kentucky. 
Deaths due to accident do not oc­ 
cur as frequently in industrial 
areas as in the Rocky Mountain 
region—the automobile speeding 
in the wide open spaces is the fac­ 
tor. 
Diabetes occurs among the ten 
leading causes of death only in the 
prosperous states of the North 
and the Pacific Coast. In Nevada, 
W ashington and C alifornia sui­ 
cide ranks among the nine com­ 
monest causes of death: in Con­ 
necticut and Colorado, among the 
ten. 
This is ahead of all other 
states, for some reason unknown 
to statisticians. 
Tuberculosis is 
high among the causes of death 
in Arizona and New Mexico for 
obvious reasons (the number of 
patients attracted there). Biftwhy 
appendicitis should be higher in 
Idaho, 
Nevada 
and 
Wyoming 
than elsewhere is a mystery.
